at 9-.!0 on Tuesday rnoining, when the 
state will continue the intioduetion of 
evidence in support of the Oichaid 
stoiy and endeavor further to link the 
defendant with the conspnacy to mur- 
der Steuiienberg, as outlined by Or- 
chard in his confession. 
So far the 


e\idence has been corroborative of 
Oi chard's story of his many crimes in 
major and minor detail. 
The direct 


connection of Haywood has yet to 
come out in evidence. Certain evi- 
dence has linked him with Adams, 
whom Oi chard says was his partner 
in a number of revolting crimes. 
Documentary 
evidence has 
shown 


Haywood's connection with Jack Simp- 
kins, but as Simpkins was a member 
of the execut e board of the Western 
Federation of Miners, of which Hay- 
wood is still the secretary and treas- 
urer, counsel lor the defense claim 
that the diafts were drawn in the reg- 
ular course of the federation and that 
the production of drafts from Hay- 
wood to Simpkins have no connection 
with a conspiracy, being, in fact, on 
the records of the federation 
Simp- 


kins is named in the indictment with 
Haywood, Moyer and Pett^bone, hut he 
has not been arrested. 


It is probable that the case in direct 


for the state will rest by the end ot 
this_week. 
take at least until Friday next to con- 
elude. 
Adams may be called to the 


stand in a few days, but this is not 
certain. A strong effort will be made 
to get Adams' repudiated confession 
before the jury, and will of course be 
fought 
vigorously by the 
defense. 


Lawyers who know the history of the 
prosecution of Adams and his confes- 
sion express doubt as to the possibil- 
ity of getting the confession m. On 
Tuesday the state will offer in evi- 
dence copies of certain printed arti- 
cles over Haywood's signature show- 
ing the language used by the defend- 
ant against Steunenberg when the 
former governor was running for of- 
fice. The decision of the supreme 
court of Colorado, having to do with 
the eight-hour bill which Haywood was 


supporting and which was declared 
unconstitutional by the supreme court 
when Judge Goddard was on the 
bench, will be offered In evidence. Or- 
chard swore that he was employed to 
kill Judge Goddard and Judge Gabbert 
of the supreme court and that he did 
attempt to kill them. 


The defense has already announced 


that they will have between 150 and 
200 witnesses. 
Subpoenas have#not 


been asked for these, and it Is there- 
fore probable that It will be shown 
that they have come forward volun- 
tarily to testify for Haywood. That 
this will be done is almost certain 
from the questions asked of state's 
witnesses to show that they were 
brought to Boise on subpoenas in most 
instances and served by the Pinket- 
tons, and that many of them were a<fc- 
vanced money from the Pinkerton of- 
fices. The witnesses, it is understood, 
wiil be chiefly in contradiction of Or- 
chard by alibi as to the whereabout! 
of Haywood or Moyer or Pettibone, 
and even of Orchard himself. 


"Harry Orchard, the principal wit- 


ness in the case, was taken to Cald- 
well, Canyon county, where the case 
against him tor the actual murder ot 
Steunenberg was called and postponed 
until the next term of court. Judge 
Fremont Wood, who Is presiding in 
the Haywood case, held court In Can- 
yon county, acting for Judge Bryan,i 
who is disqualified in the Orchard case 
_becau.se Jus .partner Is, 
for Orchard at the time of his arrest. 
Orchard was taken to Cald well on an. 
early morning train. He was in charge 
of Warden Whitney of the Idabo peni- 
tentiary and a force of guards. The 
adjournment of his case was merely a 
perfunctory matter, not taking more 
than a few minutes. The prisoner was 
at once brought back to Boise.

WILLIAM SHANNON—1839-1840—1843-1844. 


William Shannon "was the first native Ohio governor and was bornJttt<fReV 


mont county, O., in 1802. He was educated at Athens and Transylvania uni- 
versities and studied law nt St. Chiirsville. As a ^Democrat he was elected 
governor in 1838, was defeated in 1S40 by Thomas Cora In and again elected 
jfovernor in 1842. He was appointed minister to Mexico in 1844. -was sent to 
congress *nd was one of the four Ohio I'emocrats who voted for the Kausas- 
Nebraska bill. He was appointed governor of Kansas by President Pierce, 
which position he resigned in 1S57. lie was an eminent lawyer, and his 
Berviees%rere much sought after, but he devoted much of his time to the de- 
fense oti the poor and struggling. 
He has been described as an old man of 


noble presence, hale and hardy. He died in Lawrence, Kan., which city had 
been his home for many roars.

the dissolution of the second duma has j 
been received throughout St. Peters- 
burg with perfect tranquillity, thanks 
to the piecautionary measures, and in 
no place in Russia, so far as known, 
were there any serious disturbances. 
Demonstrations among St. Petersburg 
workmen T\ ere anticipated, but the au- 
thorities are not alarmed. They pro- 
fess tc» be chiefly apprehensive over 
the possibility of rioting and racial ex- 
cesses in Odessa and Kiev and other 
cities where party feeling runs high. 
An outbreak of agrarian disorders in 
several regions of the empire is an- 
ticipated later when the peasantry 
leain of the dissolution, but a spirit of 
quiet confidence in the ability of the 
government to handle the situation 
prevails in the administration circles. 


The new election law is regarded as 


a masterly piece of gerrymandering, 
avowedly designed to reduce to a min- 
imum 
the 
representation of those 


classes in which hostility to the gov- 
ernment has been chiefly evident. 


In his manifesto dissolving the duma, 


the czar said: "To our sorrow a con- 
siderable section of the second duma 
tailed to justify our expectations. 
It 


was not with the will or desire to 
sti engthen Russia and perfect her new 
administration that many of the dele- 
gates of the nation set to work, but 
with a manifest tendency to augment 
her troubles and assist in the disrup- 
tion of the state. The duma did not 
lend its moral support to the govern- 
ment in the restoration of order, and 
Russia continues to suffer the shame 
of an epoch of crimes and disasters. 
Lastly, an act was committed unheard 
of in the annals of history. The ju- 
dicial authorities discovered a plot by 
a section of the duma against the 
state and power of the czar, but when 
our government demanded the exclu- 
sion, until judgment had been passea, 
of 55 members of the dimia implicated 
in the crime, and the arrest of those 
among them most compromised, the 
duma failwl to carry out immediately 
the lawtul demand of the authorities, 
which admitted of no delay. All this 
compelled us by ukase to the senate 
to dissolve the second duma, fixing 
Sept. 14 as the date of the convolution 
of the new duma, believing, however, 
in the patriotism and national spirit 
of our people." 


During the night nine of the 16 So- 


cial Democratic leaders 
specifically 


named in the government indictment, 
including Price Tzertzertelf and M. 
I zhaparige, were taken into custody. 
The other seven succeeded in eluding 
the elaborate provisions made for 
their arrest. Two secret service offi- 
cers with signed warrants had been 
assigned to follow each deputy and 
serve the warrants as soon as the 
ukase was piomulgated. They were 
instructed to follow their men to the 
frontier if necessary, hut the deputies 
succeeded in making their escape. 
Among those who have not yet heen 
arrested are M. Ozel, the report of 
whose capture was unfounded, and M. 
Alexinsky, who has not yet returned 
to Russia.

PRESIDENT'S POLICIES 


To Be Attacked by Delegates to Publlft 


Lands Convention. 


Denver, June 17.—Of far-reaching 


importance •will be the public lands 
convention, which meets at the Broad- 
way theater Tuesday morning, and 
will be in session for three days. la- 
formal discussions among the dele- 
gates already on the ground lead to 
the conclusion that.President Roose- 
velt'S' policies as to western land and 
irrigation regulations win be con- 
demned by the convention in a con- 
servative, deliberate manner, without 
mixing politics in the matter. Two 
states will virtually dominate the con- 
vention. They are Colorado and Wyo- 
ming. Of the 1,000 delegates from the 
14 western states represented, Colo- 
rado and Wyoming will have about 
425, and 80 per cent of these, it is de- 
clared, will be against the administra- 
tion's policies with reference to the 
public domain. Oregon, Idaho, Mon- 
tana and Washington, with nearly 200 
delegates, will side in a large measure 
with Colorado and Wyoming delegates. 
The attendance of James R. Garfleld, 
secretary of the interior; R. A. Ballin- 
ger, commissioner of the general land 
office; Gifford Pinchot, chief forester; 
D. A. Newell, director of the reclama- 
tion service, and J. A. Holmes of the 
geological 
survey, representing the 


federal administration, is assured.
